1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: 

-Group 1: claims 1, 3-13, 16-25, 35-42, 51-53, 59 -61, 63-73, 75, 77 
and 79-103, drawn to an invention involved in creating, editing, up-loading, 
down-loading and transferring tag data, illustrated by figures 1A-1H and 7A; 

-Group 2: claims 1, 2, 14-19, 23, 26-34, 43-44, 54-62, 74, 77, 78 and 
90-93, drawn to an invention involved in browsing and searching tag data, 
illustrated by figures 1 and 6A; 

-Group 3: claims 1 and 45-50, drawn to an invention involved in 
charging/payment services, illustrated by figures 8-10 and 12; and 

-Group 4: claims 1 , 1 6-1 9, 61 , 76 and 1 04-1 33, drawn to an invention 
involved in queuing/registering managements, illustrated by figure 3.
